GROSRNAKcS Y'Q 


Two distinct groups of finches or 
sparrows are commonly known as 
grosbeaks. 
One of these, which in­ 
cludes the pine and 
evening 
gros­ 
beaks, is of little practical importance, 
since its members breed and pass 
most of their lives in mountainous re­ 
gions, or in the northern parts of 
North America. 
The other group in­ 
cludes the cardinal, gray, rose-breast­ 
ed. black-headed, and blue grosbeaks 
which spend either the summer or the 
entire year within agricultural regions 
of the United States. 
Hence their 
food habits are of considerable im­ 
portance to the farmer. 
The members of the first-named 
group may be dismissed with the 
statement that during the period when 
they occur 
in the 
non-mountainous 
districts their food consists largely 
of wild seeds and berries. 
Apparent­ 
ly the best relished are those of 
mountain ash, chokecherry, box elder, 
white ash and maple, and of spruce, 
rod cedar and other coniferous trees. 
I ho brilliant and easily recognized 
cardinal ranges over much of North 
America. 
It occurs 
from 
southern­ 
most Mexico and 
northern 
Central 
America north to New York, Ontario, 
and northern Iowa, and west to cen­ 
tral Kansas, Arizona and lower Cali­ 
fornia. 
In parts of this area the size 
and color have been so modified by 
climatic and other causes that 12 va­ 
rieties or subspecies are distinguish­ 
able. 
Five of these reside in the 
United States, and while they bear 
no distinctive vernacular names, the 
species as a whole is well supplied, 
being variously known as cardinal 
grosbeak or cardinal, Virginia night­ 
ingale. 
redbird, and 
also 
as 
the 
crested or topknot redbird, in 
dis­ 
tinction from the summer redbird or 
tanager 
The cardinal is resident wherever 
found; 
that is, 
the 
neighborhood 
where the bird rears its young is its 
home throughout the year. It is most 
abundant perhaps 
in the 
southern 
states, where almost universally it is 
known as the redbird, and is often 
kept as a household pet. 
Affection 
tor the bird, however, is not confined 
to the south, for its loud, ringing song, 
bright plumage and vivacious manner 
make it a favorite wherever it lives. 
When winter’s snows cover its favor­ 
ite feeding grounds the redbird be­ 
comes bolder and seeks its fare about 
sheds and barns, and even among the 
horses’s feet. 
Spring returning, its 
natural food supplies are once more 
available, and then the cardinal most­ 
ly frequents hedges, fence rows, and 
brushy thickets. The cardinal is one 
of the few birds which sings through­ 
out the year, although, of course, its 
songs are rendered more frequently 
and in greater perfection during the 
breeding season. 
The nest is loosely built and gener­ 
ally is placed in a bush or vine, often 
in the densest tangles; in it three or 
four speckled eggs are laid. The first 
set of eggs usually is completed in 
(May, out the second clutch is some­ 
times postponed until late summer. 
The cardinal is very sensitive to any 
interference in its domestic affairs, 
and unfinished nests and even those 
containing full complements of eggs 
are deserted upon slight provocation, 
lienee one who would have cardinals 
for neighbors must see to it that the 
birds’ privacy is undisturbed. 
The 
male redbird is a model parent, rush­ 
ing to the defense of the nest in every 
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eating birds, and their great value 
to the farmer consists in the service 
they render in this direction. 
The 
warfare against seeds, so costly to 
him, is waged by the whole body of 
sparrows and other seed-eating birds 
>ear in and year out without cessa­ 
tion. 
Were it not for them the num­ 
ber of w'eeds would be vastly greater 
and the resulting damage correspond­ 
ingly larger. 
How' great this damage 
is will appear from the statement that 
the loss to the wheat interests of Min­ 
nesota from dockage, largely due to 
the presence of weed seed, is about 
$2,500,000 annually. 
Moreover, con­ 
ditions in Minnesota are not excep­ 
tional. and in every state the total 
annual loss from weed seeds is very 
great 
So far, then, as farmers can 
protect and increase the number of 
weed-seed eating birds to that extent 
will they reap the benefit of increased 
service from these faithful servants. 
The redbird eats the seeds of many 
of the most harmful weeds, making 
more than a third of its subsistence 
upon them. Hence it occupies a very 
important place among the weed-de­ 
stroying birds, and should be prized 
accordingly. 
Examination of nearly 500 stomachs 
of cardinals shows that the bird’s 
diet is about three-tenths animal and 
seven-tenths vegetable. 
The cardinal has been accused of 
pilfering certain grains, notably corn, 
to an injurious extent, which charge 
the evidence from stomach examina­ 
tion neither proves 
nor 
disproves. 
But in view of the fact that only 8.73

In the first place, not 
counting on war or epidemics, about 
two per cent of a war vessel’s crew 
is always disabled in some manner 
and in need of medical attention. This 
is a very conservative estimate, but, 
in a fleet of the size Admiral Evans is 
bringing around the Horn, it will 
represent at least 500 men. Now, you 
can easily see what an incubus 500 
sick mon would be to a fleet. For in 
stance, aboard one warship there may 
be one man with diphtheria, another 
with tuberculosis and a third with 
smadpox, yellow fever or some other 
contagious disease. 
This means that 
these three men must be isolated each 
from the balance of the ship’s crew' 
and must have individual treatment. 
Then there may be a man who has a 
broken leg or some other injury and 
he, again, must have a place for him­ 
self, as must the convalescent after he 
has passed the crisis and is no longer 
dangerous as a source of infection. 
“A warship of to-day is unusually 
complete in all its appointments, but, 
even so, it is designed more for well 
men than sick ones and does not rep­ 
resent the ideal sanitarium by any 
means, so its operations are always 
hampered by even a few sick 
men.

Maine, last summer he 
bought up all the desirable islands, 
which in the years to come are des­ 
tined to become very valuable. 
Lieut. Peary has always been en­ 
amored of Casco bay. 
He is a firm 
believer in the future of its resorts 
and is shrewd enough to see that with 
the .constantly increasing numbers of 
wealthy tourists who come to Maine 
each year seashore property values 
must increase immensely within the 
next few years. 
Eagle island has for several years 
been Lieut. Peary’s stronghold; his 
fortress where he could retire at will 
safe from the attacks of newspaper in­ 
terviewers and photographers. 
It is 
an outside island about 15 miles from 
Portland, partly wooded, partly open, 
with vegetation almost tropical in its 
density. 
The Peary house stands on 
the highest elevation of land and the 
view from its broad piazzas is un­ 
equaled for ocean grandeur. In a storm

nothing but the open Atlantic stretch­ 
es away as far as the eye can see. 
In rough weather there is at pres

Upon his return from his next polar 
expedition Lieut. Peary proposes to 
build a breakwater and wharf, thus 
making a safe anchorage for his boats 
in any weather.

Peary, the gift of her husband.

stand the test of criticism. Then there 
is no doubt that the body as a whole 
felt that it is in a sense on trial, and 
that any excess would promptly react 
upon It. Mr. Taft’s words of warning 
were fresh in mind. Speaker Osmena 
was elected as a Nacionalista, but his 
coarse b o far reveals him to be as con­ 
servative in practice as the most pro­ 
nounced Progresista; and the same is 
true of other Nacionalistas. 
A sense 
of its own dignity is growing upon the

barrio schools. 
The stat© of agricul­ 
ture in the islands is evidently on the 
minds of many delegates, half a dozen 
bills on this subject having been In­ 
troduced. 
One provides for the free

of

ments under certain conditions, an­ 
other provides for th© revocation of 
land sold under failure to pay certain 
taxes. 
There is a bill to abolish the 
death penalty, one to permit Chines©

Forty-six bills apply to revision and 
amendment of various laws. 
Six of 
these propose amendments 
to

election law. A bill provides for the 
establishment of the writ of habeas 
corpus. One provides for the erection 
of Insular government 
buildings 
in 
Manila. 
Apart from its legislative efforts, it 
is interesting to note some effects 
which the assembly is having upon the 
general political state of the islands.

Two distinct groups of hnches or 


sparrows are commonly known as 
grosbeaks. 
One of these, which in 


eludes tie pine and 
evening 
gros- 


beaks, is of little practical Importance, 
since its members breed and pass 
most ot their lives in mountainous re- 
gions, or in the northern parts of 
North America. 
The other group in- 


clndes the cardinal, gray, rose-breast- 
ed, black-headed, and blue grosbeaks. 
•which spend either the summer or the 
entire year within agricultural regions 
of the United States. 
Hence their 


food habits are of considerable im- 
portance to the farmer. 


The members of the first-named 


group may be dismissed with the 
statement that during the period when 
they occur in the 
non-mountainous 


districts their food consists largely 
of wild seeds and berries. Apparent- 
ly the best relished are those of 
mountain ash, choke cherry, box elder, 
white ash and maple, and of spruce, 
red cedar and other coniferous trees. 


The brilliant and easily recognized 


cardinal ranges over much of North 
America. It occurs 
from 
southern- 


most Mexico and 
northern Central 


America north to New York, Ontario, 
and northern Io*va, and west to cen- 
tral Kansas, Arizona and lower Ca 
fornla. In parts of this area the siz 
and color have been so modified b 
climatic and other causes that 12 v 
rieties or subspecies are distinguisL 
able. 
Five of these reside in th 


United States, and while they bea 
no distinctive vernacular names, th 
species as a whole is well supplied 
being variously known as cardina 
grosbeak or cardinal, Virginia nigh 
Ingale, 
redbird, and also 
as 
th 


crested or topknot redbird, in 
dis 


ti net Ion from the summer redbird o 
tanager. 
I The cardinal Is resident whereve 
found; that is, 
the 
neighborljoo 


where the bird rears its young is it 
home throughout the year. It is mos 
abundant perhaps 
in the 
southern 
stales, where almost universally it 1 
known as the redbird, and is often 
kept as a household pet. Affection 
for the bird, however, is not conflnec 
to the south, 'or its load, ringing song 
bright plumage and vivacious mannei 
make It a favorite wherever It lives 
When winter's snows cover its favor 
ite feeding grounds the redbird be 
comes bolder and seeks its fare about 
sheds and barns, and even among the 
horses's feet. 
Spring returning, its 


natural food supplies are once more 
available, and then the cardinal most 
ly frequents hedges, fence rows, and 
brushy thickets. The cardinal is one 
of the few birds which sings through- 
out the year, although, of course, Its 
songs are rendered more frequently 
and in greater perfection during the 
breeding season. 


The nest Is loosely built and gener- 


ally Is placed in a bush or vine, often 
In the densest tangles; in it three or 
four speckled eggs are laid. The flrst 
set of eggs usually is completed In 
(May, but the second clutch is some- 
times postponed until late summer. 
The cardinal is very sensitive to any 
Interference in Its domestic affairs, 
and unfinished nests and even those 
containing full complements of eggs 
are deserted upon slight provocation 
Hence one who would have cardinals 
for neighbors must see to it that the 
birds' privacy Is undisturbed. The 
male redbird is a model parent, rush- 
ing to the defense of the nest in every 
emergency, doing a great share of the 
feeding and otherwise caring for the 
young. The first birds of the year 
usually begin to shift for themselves 
about midsummer. 


The nest of the redbird Is often 


within a few feet of the ground, and 
this circumstance leads to the de- 
Btructlon of many sets of eggs and 
broods ot young by snakes, cats and 
prowling wild mammals. 
Hence the 


bird needs protection, 


It Is generally stated that the card- 
inal Is largely. If not entirely, vege- 
tarian. While this statement is per- 
haps too strong, the result of the pres- 
ent Investigation leaves no doubt that 
vegetable products compose the red- 
bird's! main subsistence at nearly all 
timed of the year. In only 'one month 
do they constitute less than half the 
food, while for the entire year they 
average 71.Or per cent. Grain amounts 
to 8.73 per cent; wild fruit, only the 
needs of which are usually eaten, com- 
poses 34.17 per cent; weed and other 
seeds 36.38 per cent, and miscellane- 


eating birds, and their great valui 
to the farmer consists in the service 
they render in this direction. 
The 


warfare against seeds, so costly tc 
him, is waged by the whole body o 
sparrows and other seed-eating birds 
year In and year out without cessa- 
tion. Were it not for them the num 
her of weeds would be vastly greater 
and the resulting damage correspond 
ingly larger. How great this damage 
is will appear from the statement that 
the loss to the wheat Interests of Min 
nesota from dockage, largely due to 
the presence of weed seed, Is about 
12,500,000 annually. 
Moreover, con- 


ditions in Minnesota are not excep- 
tional, and in every state the total 
annual loss from weed seeds is very 
great. 
So far, then, as farmers can 


protect and Increase the number of 
weed-seed eating birds to that extent 
will they reap the benefit of increased 
service from these faithful servants. 
The redbird eats the seeds of many 
of the most harmful weeds, making 
more than a third of its subsistence 
upon them. Hence it occupies a very 
mportant place among the weed-de- 
stroying birds, and should be prized 
accordingly. 


Examination of nearly 500 stomachs 


of cardinals shows that the bird's 
diet is about three-tenths animal and 
seven-tenths vegetable. 


The cardinal has been accused of 


pilfering certain grains, notably corn, 
to an Injurious extent, which charge 
the evidence from stomach examina- 
tion neither proves 
nor 
disproves. 


But In view of the fact that only 8.73

For In 
tance, aboard one warship there may 
e one man with diphtheria, another 
I'itb tuberculosis and a third with 
ma'lpox, yellow fever or some other 
ontagious disease. 
This means that 


hese three men must be Isolated each 
rom the balance of the ship's crew 
nd must have individual treatment, 
hen there may be a man who has a 
roken leg or some other injury and 
e, ngain, must have a place for him- 
elf, as must the convalescent after he 
as passed the crisis and is no longer 
angerous as a source of infection.

Peary's stronghold; his 
ortress where he could retire at will 
ate from the attacks of newspaper in- 
ervlewers and photographers. It is 
n outside island about 15 miles from 
ortland, partly wooded, partly open, 


with vegetation almost tropical in its 
density. The Peary house stands on 
the highest elevation of land and the 
view from Its broad piazzas Is un- 
equaled for ocean grandeur. In a storm 
it IB almost as If one were la mid- 
ocean, for the island is at tfe« very 
mouth of Broad sound, outtde ot 


everything in the bay. where the water 
is from 2,00 to 300 feet deep, and where 
nothing but the open Atlantic stretch- 
es away as far as the eye can see. 


In rough weather there Is at pres- 


ent no safe harbor for a boat, and 
landings must be made from flat-bot- 
tomed skiffs on the beach and fre- 
quently through considerable surf. 
Upon his return from his next polar 
expedition Lieut. Peary proposes to 
build a breakwater and wharf, thus 
making a safe anchorage for his boats 
in any weather. 


The particular pet of the explorer 


is a 25-foot hunting cabin motor boat 
equipped with a six-horse power gaso- 
line engine, and named Ahnlghto after 
his daughter. A Swede named Brewer 
Anderson has run the boat for the 
past two summers, and reported at 
Eagle 
Island every morning 
after, 


spending the night at Potts Harbor, 
South Harpswell, two or three miles 
distant. 


A good part of the pleasant days of, 


last summer Lieut, and Mrs. Peary, 
spent in the Ahnighto," cruising here, 
and there about Casco bay, supposed; 
ly for nothing more than the enjoy- 
ment ot a life on the water. But It 
was on these outings that Lieut. Peary 
managed to combine a good deal of 
business with pleasure. So much 
so that it Is now stated he owns 16 
Islands in the upper and middle bay. 


First on one island and then on an- 


other would a sign appear forbidding 
trespassing, by order of R. B. Peary. 
Little was thought of It until one day, 
in the early fall the no trespassing 
sign was posted on Basket Island. 
This island has long been the most 
desirable uninhabited island In upper 
Dasco bay. It was owned by a wealthy 
Portland estate and rumor has had 
It for a long time that a clear title 
•a the property could not be estab- 
Ished and this was the reason It did 
not sell. This was evidently not so, 
or It Is now the property of Mrs. 
Peary, the gift of her husband. 


Basket Island is an ideal seashore 


resort. It Is a small Island, probably' 
lot more than a quarter of a mile 
ong and perhaps an eighth of a mile 
wide. There are woods and there Is 
pen. There Is a little beach and har- 
iors on two sides. It is but seven 
illes straightaway down the bay from 
'ortland, and but one mile from the 
Falmouth Foreside, where electric 
jars pass every few minutes for the 


bodies ire circumscribed and'directed

There is, 
In addition, a member who avowedly 
represents the Interest of the Roman 
Catholic church, and while he may be 
classed as a Nacionalista, he disclaims 
any direct party affiliation. 


Of the so-called parties mentioned, 


only three represented political views 
definite enough to permit clear dis- 
tinction among them. The Immedia- 
tista and Independlsta parties 
are 


really only subdivisions of the Nac- 
ionalista party. 
These groups were 


held together by a common expressed 
desire for a complete severance from 
the United States. The Progresista, 
while regarding Independence as 
a 


goal in the distance, does not favor 
present agitation to attain it. The 
strong Independent group is composed 
of men who before election declined to 
commit themselves on this proposi- 
tion. 
So only two parties 
had ex- 


pressed pre-election convictions suf- 
ficiently tangible to present a positive 
policy: 
The Nacionalista and Pro- 


gresista; and the ideals which these 
represented 
may 
be cogently ex- 


pressed by the 
customary 
appella- 


tions of Radical 
and 
Conservative. 


The various Nacionalista groups com- 
bined had a majority of seats, but by 
a very narrow margin, which gave the 
Independent group a virtual balance 
of power. 


was, to increase the salary at th*.

The bills which have been Intro- 


duced, but about which uo definlU 
action has yet been taken, ewer e 
wide- range. Agriculture, taxation and 
education seem to be popular ques- 
tions with the delegates, and a. numbei 
of bills relating to each of these topic) 
have been presented. There is a bill 
providing for compulsory education, 
one requiring that native lauruages 
be taught in the primary schools, one 
providing for the further establish- 
ment of manual training classes In tho 
schools, one providing for an agricul- 
tural college In each province, one to 
establish Industrial schools, one com- 
pelling the teaching of English in the 
barrio schools. The state at agricul- 
ture in the islands is evidently on the 
minds of many delegates, l)Balf a dozen 
bills on this subject having been In- 
troduced. One provides for the free 
distribution 
of 
agricultural 
Imple- 


ments under certain conditions, an- 
other provides for the revocation of 
land sold under failure to pay certain 
taxes. There Is a bill to abolish the 
death penalty, one to- permit Chinese 
immigration under restrictions, and 
one to prove the insular waterways. 
Forty-stx bills apply to revision and 
amendment of various laws. Six of 
these propose amendments 
to tb« 


election law. A hill provides for 
tbe 


establishment of the writ of habeas 
corpus. One provides for the erection 
of insular government buildings in 
Manila. 


Apart from Its legislative efforts. It 


Is interesting to note some effects 
which the assembly is having upon the 
general political state of the islands. 
Thomas F. Mlllard, the New

Times correspondent, says on this 
point: "I have Just returned from a 
trip about the provinces, and I am 
convinced that the sentimental effect 
among the people is very great.

any rate it has provided a diversion.

While the hand of the commission,

Two distinct groups of nnehes or 


sparrows are commonly known as 
grosbeaks. 
One of these, which in- 


cludes tie pine and evening 
gros- 


beaks, is of little practical importance, 
since its members breed and pass 
most of their lives in mountainous re- 
glofts. or in the northom parts oi 
North America. 
The other group in- 


cludes the cardinal, gray, rose-breast- 
ed, black-headed, and blue grosbeaks, 
•which spend either the summer or the 
entire year within agricultural regions 
of the United States. 
Hence their 


food habits are of considerable im- 
portance to the farmer. 


The members of the flrst-named 


group may be dismissed with the 
statement that during the period when 
they occur in the 
non-mountainous 


districts their food consists largely 
ot wild seeds and berries. Apparent- 
ly the best relished are those of 
mountain ash, choke cherry, box elder, 
white ash and maple, and of spruce, 
red cedar and other coniferous trees. 


The brilliant and easily recognized 


cardinal ranges over much of North 
America. 
It occurs 
from 
southern- 


most Mexico and northern 
Central 


America north to New York, Ontario, 
and northern Io*va, and west to cen- 
tral Kansas, Arizona and lower Cali- 
fornia. 
In parts of this area the size 


and color nave been so modified by 
climatic and other causes that 12 va- 
rieties or subspecies are distinguish- 
able. 
Five of these- reside in the 


United States, and while they bear 
no distinctive vernacular names, the 
species as a whole is well supplied, 
being variously known as cardinal 
grosbeak or cardinal, Virginia night- 
ingale, 
redbird, and also 
as 
the 


crested or topknot redbird, in dis- 
tinction from the summer redbird or 
tanager. 
I The cardinal is resident wherever 
found; that is, 
the 
neighborhood 


•where the bird rears its young is its 
fcame throughout the year. It is most 
abundant perhaps 
in the 
southern 


states, where almost universally H is 
known as the redbird, and is often 
kept as a household pet. Affection 
for the bird, however, is not confined 
to the south, 'or its load, ringing song, 
bright plumage and vivacious manner 
make It a favorite wherever it lives 
When winter's snows cover its favor- 
ite feeding grounds the redbird be- 
comes bolder and seeks its fare about 
sheds and barns, and even among the 
horses's feet. 
Spring returning, its 


natural food supplies are once more 
available* and then the cardinal most- 
ly frequents hedges, fence rows, and 
brushy thickets. The cardinal is one 
of the few birds which sings through- 
out tho year, although, of course, its 
songs are rendered more frequently 
and in greater perfection during the 
breeding season. 
1 The nest is loosely built and gener- 
ally is placed in a bush or vine, often 
in the densest tangles; in it three or 
four speckled eggs are laid. The first 
set of eggs usually is completed in 
(May, but the second clutch is some- 
times postponed until late summer. 
The cardinal is very sensitive to any 
interference in Its domestic affairs, 
and unfinished nesta and even those 
containing full complements of eggs 
are deserted upon slight provocation 
Hence one who would have cardinals 
for neighbors must see to it that the 
birds' privacy is undisturbed. 
The 


male redbird is a model parent, rush- 
ing to the defense ot the nest in every ' 
emergency, doing a great share of the 
feeding and otherwise caring for the 
young. The first birds of the year 
usually begin to shift for themselves 
about midsummer, 


The nest of the redbird is often 


withJn a few feet of the ground, and 
this circumstance leads to the de- 
struction of many sets of eggs and 
broods ot young by snakes, cats and 


eating birds, and their great value 
to the farmer consists in the service 
they render in this direction. 
The 


warfare against seeds, so costly to 
him, is waged by the whole body of 
sparrows and other seed-eating birds 
year In and year out without cessa- 
tion. Were it not for them the num- 
ber of weeds would be vastly greater 
and the resulting damage correspond- 
ingly larger. How great this damage 
is will appear from the statement that 
the loss to the wheat interests of Min- 
nesota from dockage, largely due to 
the presence of weed seed, is about 
12,500,000 annually. 
Moreover, con- 


ditions In Minnesota are not excep- 
tional, and in every state the total 
annual loss from weed seeds is very 
great. 
So far, then, as farmers can 


protect and increase the number of 
weed-seed eating birds to that extent 
will they reap the benefit of increased 
service from these faithful servants. 
The redbird eats the seeds of many 
of the most harmful weeds, making 
more than a third of its subsistence 
upon them. Hence it occupies a very 
important place among the weed-de- 
stroying birds, and should be prized 
accordingly. 


Examination of nearly 500 stomachs 


of cardinals shows that the bird's 
diet is about three-tenths animal and 
seven-tenths vegetable. 


The cardinal has been accused of 


pilfering certain grains, notably corn, 
to an injurious extent, which charge 
the evidence from stomach examina- 
tion neither proves 
nor 
disproves. 


But In view of the fact that only 8.73

It Is generally stated that the card- 
inal is largely, if not entirely, vege- 
tarian. While this statement is per- 
haps too strong, the result of the pres- 
ent Investigation leaves no doubt that 
•vegetable products compose the red- 
bird's! main subsistence at nearly all 
timed of the year. In only 'one month 
do they constitute less than half the 
food, while for the entire year they 
average 71.0f per cent. Grain amounts 
to 8-73 per cent.; wild fruit, only the 
seeds of which are usually eaten, com- 
poses 24.17 per cent; weed and other 
seeds 36.38 por cant, and miscellane-

After plants have seeded H is Im- 


possible for man appreciably to dimin- 
ish the number of seeds. But this

per cent, of the total food is grain, 
and that more than 
halt of that 


amount is waste, the loss is greatly 
overbalanced 
by the destruction of 


weed seeds alone, which compose 
more than half of the vegetable food. 
Moreover, some of the weeds 
con- 


sumed are especially destructive to 
grain crops. 


In securing Its Insect food the card- 


nal injures us In one case and bene 
fits us in 15. In other words, consid- 
ering the animal food alone, only one 
cardinal does harm to 15 which do 
good. 
The presence of this single 


>ird among so many beneficial onea 
no more justifies us in classing the 
species as Injurious than would a 
Ike proportion of disabled men justify 
the condemnation of a whole regi- 
ment. 


On the contrary, since the cardinal, 


by its general food habits, does at 
east 15 times more good than harm, 
it must be classed among the very use- 
ful species. The list of 
important 


pests the bird has been shown to prey 
upon ie in itself sufficient proof of the 
cardinal's value. The list includes the 
Rocky Mountain locust, 17,year 
ci- 


cada, potato beetle, cotton worm, boll- 
worm, cotton 
cutworm, 
cotton-boll 


weevil, codling moth, rose-beetle, cu- 
cumber-beetle, fig-eater, zebra cater- 
pillar, plum scale and other scale In- 
sects. A host ot minor insect pesta 
are attacked and the seeds of many 
noxious weeds are destroyed. 
The 


cardinal much more than pays Its 
way, and deserves and should receive 
strictest protection. The bird ia easily 
attracted by food in winter and by 
the provision of suitable nesting sites 
In summer. Being thus responsive to 
human care, and being so valuable 
economically, the cardinal's presence 
on the farm, and even in the city gar- 
den, should be encouraged in every 
possible way. With proper protection 
and encouragement 
It will become 


more and more numerous and render 
husbandry 
a 
correspondingly 
in* 


creased amount of useful service.

THE HOSPITAL SHIP 


INTERESTING FEATURE OF THE what army and na*y doctors are 


UNITED STATES NAVY, 


Equipment 
and 
Management 
Are 


Ordered with View of Providing 


Moat Efficiently for Sick or 


Disabled Sailors. 


Of all the many interesting things 


about Uncle Sam's navy, the newest 
and most interesting is the hospital 
ship, and now that everybody is talk- 
ing and thinking about tHe fleet which 
is coming northward along the west 
ern coast of South America the hos- 
pital ship will come in for its share 
of attention, for It will play a very 
important part in the big time at Mag 
dalena bay. 


The Relief Is the first naval vessel 


ever commanded by a doctor, and Dr. 
C. F. Stokes, whose appointment to 
command caused some unpleasantness 
in the navy, is one ot the handsomest 
men in either army or navy. 


Dr. Stokes is much more than a 


naval Apollo, however, lor he has in- 
ternational standing as a surgeon and 
his executive ability has already been 
tested in the Spanish war. 


The question often is asked: "Why 


do they want a hospital ship, any- 
how?" 


Such 
question vras put to Dr. 


Stokesf who said: 


"A good many people have aslced mo 


that question. In the first place, not 
counting on war or epidemics, about 
two per cent of a war vessel's crew 
Is always disabled in some manner 
and in need of medical attention. This 
Is a very conservative estimate, but, 
in a fleet of the size Admiral Evans is 
bringing around the Horn, it will 
represent at least 600 men. Now, you 
can easily see what an Incubus 500 
sick man would be to a fleet. For In 
stance, aboard one warship there may 
be one man with diphtheria, another 
with tuberculosis and a third with 
sma'lpox, yellow fever or some other 
contagious disease. 
This means that 


these three men must be isolated each 
from the balance of the ship's crew 
and must have individual treatment. 
Then, there may be a man who has a 
broken leg or some other injury and 
he, ngain, must have a place for him- 
self, as must the convalescent after he 
das passed the crisis and is no longer 
dangerous as a source of infection. 


"A warship of to-day is unusually 


complete In all its appointments, but, 
even so, it Is designed more for well 
men than sick ones and does not rep- 
resent the ideal sanitarium by any 
means, so its operations are always 
hampered by even a few sick men. 
The ship's doctor Is usually kept busy 
enough when the men are all well, 
keeping them in that condition—for 
that, contrary to the general belief, Is 


posed to do. As a result, when thene 
are a number of cases of sickness, e* 
peclally 
qf 
an 
Infectious 
nature, 


aboard a vessel, the doctor has to neg 
lect hfe regular duties; for his special 
onea. 


"Another point to consider is that a 


warship, like every other vessel in 
times of peace, is subject to quaran- 
tine, and If several battle ships are 
separated Cram the rest ot tbe fleet in 
this manner it causes vexatious and 
expensive delays; It prevents com- 
plete and satisfactory maneuvers and 
drills and ft endangers tJie health ot 
a ship's entire crew.

A GOOD FINANCIER 


EXPLORER PEARY MAKES GOQD 


REAL ESTATE INVESTMENTS. 


Likely to Become Wealthy as a Result 


of 
His 
Keenness in Seeing 


the Future of Islands In 


Casco Bay, Maine. 


Lieutenant Commander Robert E. 


Peary, who is known so well for his 
persistent and remarkable explora- 
tions in the Arctic, Is likely to become 
known also as a man of wealth, for 
he has acquired real estate holdings 
which promise to make him rich, and 
which indicate that he is as good a 


Eagie Island. 


financier as he is explorer, for while 
sojourning at his; Eagle island home 
In Casco bay, Maine, last summer he 
bought up all the desirable islands, 
which in the years to come are des- 
tined to become very valuable. 


Lieut. Peary has always been en- 


amored of Casco bay. He Is a firm 
believer in the future of Its resorts 
and is shrewd enough to see that with 
the .constantly increasing numbers of 
wealthy tourists who come to Maine 
each year seashore property values 
must increase Immensely within the 
next few years. 


Eagle island has for several years 


been Lieut. Peary's stronghold; his 
fortress where he could retire at will 
safe from the attacks of newspaper in- 
terviewers and photographers. It is 
an outside island about 15 miles from 
Portland, partly wooded, partly open, 
with vegetation almost tropical in its 
density. The Peary house stands on 
the highest elevation of land and the 
view from Its broad piazzas is tin- 
equaled for ocean grandeur. In a storm 
it is almost as if one were la mid- 
ocean, tor the island is at th« very 
month of Broad sound, outirtde ot 


everything in the bay. where the water 
is from 2,00 to 300 feet deep, and where 
nothing but the open Atlantic stretch- 
es away as Jar as the eye can see. 


In rough weather there Is at pres- 


ent no safe harbor for a boat, and 
landings must be made from flat-bot- 
tomed skiffs on the beach and fre- 
quently through 
considerable 
surf. 


Upon his return from his next polar 
expedition Lieut. Peary proposes to 
build a breakwater and wharf, thus 
making a safe anchorage for his boats 
in any weather. 


The particular pet ot the explorer 


is a 25-foot hunting cabin motor boat 
equipped with a six-horse power gaso- 
line engine, and named Ahnighto after 
his daughter. A Swede named Brewer 
Anderson has run the boat for the 
past two summers, and reported at 
Eagle 
island every morning 
after/ 


spending the night at Potts Harbor, 
South Harpswell, two or three miles 
distant. 


A good part of the pleasant days oft 


last summer Lieut, and Mrs. Peary; 
spent in the Ahnighto," cruising here, 
and there about Casco bay, supposed; 
ly for nothing more than the enjoy- 
ment of a life on the water. But it 
was on these outings that Lieut. Peary 
managed to combine a good deal of 
business with pleasure. So much 
so that it is now stated he owns 16 
Islands in the upper and middle bay. 


First on one island and then on an- 


other would a sign appear forbidding 
trespassing, by order of R. E. Peary. 
Little was thought of it until one day 
in the early fall the no trespassing 
sign was posted on Basket 
Island. 


This island has long been the most 
desirable uninhabited island In upper 
Casco bay. It was owned by a wealthy 
Portland estate and rumor has had 
It for a long time that a clear title 
to the property could not be estab- 
lished and this was the reason It did 
not sell. This was evidently not so, 
for it is now the property of Mrs. 
Peary, the gift of her husband. 


Basket Island is an Ideal seashore 


resort. It Is a small island, probably' 
not more than a quarter ot a mile 
long-and perhaps an eighth of a mile 
wide. There are woods and there is 
open. There is a little beach and har- 
bors on two sides. It is but seven 
miles straightaway down the bay from 
Portland, and but one mile from the 
Falmouth Forestde, where electric 
cars pass every few minutes tor the 
city and suburbs. In fact. It i* an 
ideal location for a big seashore hotel 
ot the exclusive type, and this. It 1* 
said, the just the use to which Lieut. 
Peary may eventually put It.

.elegates was conducted1 in 
party 


uames, and the members, took Utefr 
eats as representatives of these par- 
ies, tnere was little real politlca) co- 
lesion .among the various groups at 
he time the assembly- convened. Five 
o-called parties secured representa- 
ion: The Naclonailsta, with 32 seats; 
he Independent, with 20. seats; the 
'rogreslsta, with Itt seats; the Imme- 
iatista, with seven seats, and the In- 
dependista, with four seats. There is, 
n addition, a member who avowedly 
epresents the Interest of the Roman 
Catholic church, and while he may be 
lassed as a Naclonailsta, he disclaims 
any direct parly affiliation. 


Of the so-called parties mentioned, 


•nly three represented political views 
leflnite enough to permit clear dis- 
inction among them. The Immedia- 
tista and Independlsta parties are 
eally only subdivisions of the Nac- 
onalista party. 
These groups were 


held together by a common expressed 
esire for a complete severance from 
lie United States. The Progresista, 
yhile regarding independence as 
a 


;oal in the distance, does not favor 
•resent agitation to attain it. The 
trongr Independent group is composed 
f men who before election declined to 
commit themselves on this 
proposi- 


tion. 
So only two parties had ex- 


pressed pre-election 
convictions suf- 


ficiently tangible to present a. positive 
policy: 
The Naclonaiista and Pro- 


gresista; and the ideals which these 
represented 
may 
be cogently ex- 


pressed by the 
customary 
appella- 


tions of Radical 
and 
Conservative. 


The various Nacionalista groups com- 
bined had a majority of seats, but by 
a very narrow margin, which gave the 
Independent group a virtual balance 
of power. 


While the hand of the commission, 


wherein a majority are Americans, 
was not openly visible in the election 
of Osmena, there is no doubt that It 
contributed its influence to the result, 
which made It possible for the two 
branches of the legislature to com- 
mence their joint labors harmoniously. 
The session was not very old before 
It became evident that party lines, as 
they had been drawn in the election 
campaign, were resting very lightly 
upon the shoulders of the delegates. 
Independence had been a good cam- 
paign slogan, but responsibility 
was 


bringing the members face to face 
with practical political matters which 
required action that must. If possible, 
stand the test of criticism. Then there 
Is no doubt that the body as a whole 
felt that it Is in a sense on trial, and 
that any excess would promptly react 
upon It. Mr. Taft's words of warning 
were fresh in mind. Speaker Osmena 
was elected as a Nacionalista, but his 
course so far reveals him to be. as con- 
servative In practice as the most pro- 
nounced Progresista.; and the same Is 
true of other Naclonalistas. A sense 
of its own dignity Is growing upon the 
assembly, which opetates to check 
rash actions. Then there Is no doubt 
that It has Its political 
ear to the 


ground, and Is acutely sensitive to the 
external factors which affect' it. 


The direct external Influence, aside 


from congress, Is the 
commission. 


The American commissioners exercise 
executive functions apart from their 
legislative duties; In-fact, the commis- 
sion embraces all the executive au- 
thority of the 
Insular 
government, 


which is now concentrated In the 
hands of the five American members. 
80 the commission holds a double 
check upon, the assembly. 
' 


Eighty-six bills nave so far been in- 


troduced, and of these only two have 
passed, and both hare become laws by 
the assent of the commission. 
The 


first bill passed by the assembly was 
to appropriate 1,000,000 pesos for the 
erection of barrio schools; the second 


was. to increase the salary at th» 
speaker. 


The bills which have been Intro- 


duced, but about which no deftnltt 
action has yet been taken, c«ver e 
wide- range. Agriculture, taxation and 
education seem to be popular ques- 
tions with the delegates, and ai numbei 
of bills relating to each of these topic* 
have been presented. Thera is a bill 
providing for compulsory education, 
one requiring that native languages 
be taught in the primary schools, one 
pronrtdlng for the further establish- 
ment of manual training classes In tho 
schools, one providing for an agricul- 
tural college in each province, one to 
establish industrial schools, one com- 
pelling the teaching of English in the 
barrio schools. The state ot agricul- 
ture in the islands is evidently on the 
minds of many delegates, Salt a dozen 
bills on this subject having been In- 
troduced. One provides for the free 
distribution 
of 
agricultural 
Imple- 


ments under certain conditions, an- 
other provides for the- revocation of 
land sold under failure to pay certain 
taxes. There is a bill to abolish the 
death penalty, one to- permit Chinese- 
Immigration under restrictions, and 
one to prove the insular waterways. 
Forty-six bills apply to revision and 
amendment of various laws. Six of 
tnese propose amendments 
to 
tho 


election law. A bill provides for the 
establishment of the writ of habeas 
corpus. One provides for the erection 
of insular government buildings in 
Manila. 


Apart from its legislative efforts. It 


Is interesting to note some effects 
which the assembly is having upon the 
general political state of the islands. 
Thomas F. Mlllard, the New York 
Times correspondent, says on this 
point: "I have Just returned from a 
trip about the provinces, and I am 
convinced that the sentimental effect 
among the people is very great. At 
any rate it has provided a diversion. 
People, and consequently the 
pol*- 


tlcians, no longer discuss with the 
same interest what the Americanos are 
doing or Intend to do; they are talk- 
ing about their own assembly. What 
Is the assembly doing? What Is the 
assembly proposing to do? Have you 
read Queson's speech? 
Ah, yes; but 


I do not agree with him. Osmena'a 
reply was much better. The land law 
should be revised.
